I have pleasure in submitting to you my Report as Sanitary 
Inspector for the Borough of Beaumaris for the year eriding 
December 31st, 1938, 


WATER SUPPLY I have to report that the sunply has beén anple

to meet all demands throughout the year, During 
the months of July, August and September we were 
hempered as far as the Sand Filteration vas 
concerned by the presence of “ALGAE” in large 
quantities, and as you are aware Experts wex¢ 
calied in to advise as to the best treatment, and 
the co-operation of the Ministry of Health was 
obtaine1, We were Lowever, by careful 
attention able to supply good drinking water, 

The Council were advised to apply Copper Sulphate 
at Penpare Lake to retard the growth of Algae, and 
they further decided to install a Chloramine Plant 
to ensure good sterile water, 


The sewerage system has worked fairly satisfactory 
during the year, and no serious flooding has 
occured during the high tides of the year, The now 
Outfaii Sewer laid two years ago is giving every 
satisfaction, New drains have becn laid in 
Thirteen houses in the town, they were defective, and 
on persconai representations being maie to the Owners 
they were renewed,

NULSANCES Fifty-cight cases wore reported during the year 
which were immediatly attended to, These were 
mostly minor blockages in drains and Soil pipes 
and were attended to by the Council's ow staff. 

SMOKE ABATEMENT No action has been found neccossarye 


SHOPS These are periodically inspected and are quite 
satisfactory as far as sanitary convenicnces and 
ventilation are conecrned. 


GENERALLY I would draw your attention to the very desirable 
improvements rececntly carried out to the ten houses 
on the Sca front, originally the property of the 
Town Council but which were recchtly sold, 

They have been converted into twenty modern flats 
and one large dwelling house, all the sanitary 
arrangements were renewcd to my entire s#tisZaction 
and the flats are now tenanted, The total cést of 
these improvements was in the néigbourhood of 
£24,000, 0. Od. 

Also the largest hotcl in the town has during the 
year been reconditione? and brought up to date as 
far as accommodation and conveniences arc 
concerned, A completely new drainage system was 
installed to my entire satisfaction, 

The costtoef these improvements are in the 
neigbourhood of £23000. 0. @d. 

I may add that these two desirable improvements 
Will have a beneficial effect on the Town 
gocncrally.
